6. Contents of Experiments: 
[Objective] 

The objective of the present experiment is to indicate, based 
on data, that an dioctyl adipate and methyl ester are not 
interchangeable in the present invention and only methyl ester 
can improve retarded curing time after storage. 

[Experimental Method] 

1. Preparation of curable composition employed the same 
procedure as that described in the Examples 7 to 12 and Comparative 
Example 7 in the present specification. 

The predetermined parts of DMA {dimethyl adipate) , DIDP 

(diisodecyl phthalate) , or dioctyl adipate, 1.5 parts of N- ( j8 
-aminoethyl) - 7 -aminopropyltrimethoxysilane were sufficiently 
mixed into 100 parts of the polymer (10) obtained in Comparative 
example 6 of the present specification, using hands in a nitrogen 
atmosphere. Thereafter, 1 part of tetravalent Sn catalyst 

(dibuthyltin diacetyl acetonate) was added thereto, so as to 
prepare a one -component composition. 
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[Evaluation Method] 

The one -component compositions produced above were stored 
at 50t: for 2 weeks or 4 weeks. The compositions obtained after 
the storage for 2 weeks or 4 weeks , and the composition obtained 
before the storage , were cured at a room temperature . The skinning 
time was evaluated by comparison of these compositions. The 
following table shows the measurement result of the properties 
of the compositions.

[Experimental result] 

As demonstrated by the above Table 1, a composition of the 
present invention shown in the above Experimental Example exhibits 
advantageous effects, stable curability even after storage, as 
compared to the above Comparative Experimental Example 7 and new 
comparative example that employed the same polymer and dioctyl 
adipate .
